General  Provision  of  Health  Services. 


Nursing. 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority  provides  a  domiciliary  nursing  and  mid-wifery 
service  for  the  district.  Two  nurses  are  resident  in  the 
district. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  examined 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull. 

Ambulance  Service. 

This  is  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council 
under  agency  arrangements  with  voluntary  organisations. 

Hospitals. 

General  med'cal  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to 
hospital  at  Malton,  Scarborough,  York  and  Leeds.  Maternity 
cases,  where  necessary,  are  admitted  to  hospital  at  Scar¬ 
borough  and  Westow. 

Clinics  for  treatment  of  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  each 
week  at  Scarborough  and  York. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District. 

Water  Supply. 

The  town  is  supplied  with  water  from  springs  at  Keld 
Head  which  are  now  under  the  central  control  of  the  North 


Eastern  Gas  Board. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  and  is  pumped  to  the  reservoir 
for  approximately  M  hours  per  day.  All  consumers  draw 
directly  off  the  rising  main  which  also  acts  as  a  gravity  main 
when  the  pumps  are  not  in  use. 

The  quantity  of  water  has  been  adequate  but  there  have 
been  frequent  complaints  that  the  water  tastes  strongly  of 
chlorine.  This  matter  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Water 
Undertakers  who  have  suggested  alternative  arrangements 
for  chlorination  which  will  be  incorporated  as  soon  as 
materials  are  available. 


The  Water  Undertakers  send  reports  on  water  samples 
to  the  Medical  Officer  at  frequent  intervals  and  two  Water 
Samples  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Hull, 
during  the  year  were  both  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Certain  areas  on  the  outer  fringes  of  the  town,  viz 
Malton  Road,  Mill  Lane  and  Newbridge  have  no  piped 
supply  of  water  and  considerable  difficulty  is  experienced 
from  time  to  time  in  obtaining  water.
